the annual reunion of the High 
•School ol Montreal Old Boys AssO' 
ciation held in the Windsor Hdel 
last Friday, evening, Mr, McDonald 
a graduate of the School, is a mem- 
ber of the Board of Governors of 
McGill. 

Over 200 graduates were present 
representing most sixth form classes 
from 1875 to the present. Dr. W. D. 
Lighthall, dux of the School' in that 
year, gave an account of school ac 
tivities in the early eighties when 
both the High Scliool of Montreal 
and certain departments of this Uni 
versity were housed in the Fraser 
Institute of today on the conier of 
University and Dorchester streets 
Among other speakers v/erè Mr, T. 
Somerville, present Rector of the 
School and Mrs. V/tste-ni McCal- 
lurn, president of the Association, 

Jn hi!> address entitled "Some 
problems facing young men in 
Canada today," Mr. McDonald 
listed the following as the most 
important of these: Sectional 
Jealousies, unwise exploitation of 
Qur natural resources, the unwise 
extension of credil and the build- 
ing up of huge debt structure in 
ol) governmental spheres, our out- 
dated taxation system, unemploy- 
ment relief, the railway problem, 
and the drift cityward ot rural 
populutionii. 

Reforni Easier in Crisis,

tinued the speaker, "particularly in 
the affairs of the City of Montreal 
and the Province of Quebec, Jn 
addition to llie War. Reform is 
e'iisicr III obtain in times of crisis.

O.T.C. REVIEWED

McNaughton CongraluialesCon- 
tlDgent on Showing at Stadium 

General Hopes Men Will Not 
Have to Go On Active 
Service 



After taking the .çaUile of the 
McGlll Contingent of the Canadiar. 
Officer's Training Corps last Satur- 
day In Molson Stadium, Major- 
General A. G. L. McNaughton, C B., 
C.M.G., D.S.O., officer commanding 
the 1st Division, Canadian Active 
Service Force, requested Colonel 
A. A. Magee, the commanding of- 
ficer of the C.O.T.C, to congratu- 
late all ranks on the excellent 
showing ot the corps. 

Major-General McNaughton con- 
tinued by saying that he was 
heartened to see so many univers- 
ity men preparing themselves and 
undertaking their training with 
such sincerity and enthusiasm as 
was evident on Saturday. 

The McGill Contingent fell in on 
the imiversity soccer grounds just 
north of Molson Stadium and east 
of Douglas Hall at 2.00 in the 
afternoon. The contingent the.i 
marched to the east end of the 
North Stand where as the half- 
time whistle blew in the football 
match they left to take up poeitions 
on the field. 

Bngler Sounds Fall In. 

Platoon markers took up their 
positions and as the bugler soimded 
"Fall In" the remainder of the con- 
tingent took their places. 

The McGill C. O. T. C. Pipe Band 
took its position at the head of the 
march, while the McGill Band took 
a position directly opposite the re- 
viewing stand. 

Led then by the Pipers the Con- 
tingent marched past the Saluting 
Base in Column of Route, while the 
McGill Band played the Contingent 
past the reviewing stand ia Colunm 
of Platoons. 

In the Saluting' Base with Major- 
General McNaughton was the 
Chancellor of the University, Sir 
Edward Beatty. Principal Douglas, 
Principal-elect James. Brigadier J. 
P, ArchambauU, Dr. C. F. Martin, 
chairman of the McGill War Ad* 
visory Board, and Lt.-Col. T. S. 
Morrisey, officer commanding the 
Contingent. 

Hopes War Brief. 

Major-General McNaughton e.\- 
pressed the hope that the war will 
not so develop as to require a large 
number of Corps to go on Active 
Sçrvice. But he staled it was best 
to be prepared for any eventuality 
and that even if a member did not 
see active service he will have had 
the satisfaction of having made 
himself ready. 

The General continued that the 
members of the Corps who did not 
see active service will derive great 
benefit from his military training 
and will t)e t>eUer equipped to 
give to Canada during the post-war 
period, the leadership which will 
be expected of university men. 

Col. A. A, Magec expressed hini- 
selt as being most enthusiastic over 
the manner in which tho Corps 
marched past under the difficult 
conditions of limited sp.icc aiui 
slippery ground. He was satisfied 
that evet7 man, N.C.O,, and Cadet 
had done his very best to make 
the occasion a success and bring 
credit to tho Corps.

they had gained in 1918 was onc« 
more being jeopardized. 

There was no other way. Major» 
Genoral .McNaughton felt, than to. 
put aside the pursuits of peace and 
to devote full attention to âie was 
since "if we do not, we stand it> 
danger of being submerged." He de- 
claxed ihat no purpose would be 
! saved by blaming the moulders ot; 
: public opinion for failing to m«k». 
I democracy secure. "Rather," he con- 
tinued, "with courageous hearts and 
level eyes we must look facts in. the 
face." 

Canada's Position Stronger. 

Since 1914, according to Majoo, 
General McNaughton, Canada had- 
grown substantially in population 
and in the realm of industry. .\s « 
consequence, he felt, the Dominion 
should find it les* difficult than in. 
1914 to provide war aid both in the 
battlefield and at home. "Further,"* 
he added, "we have ttie pricelesa 
heritag« of the accomplishments o£; 
the Canadian Corps, which is an 
inspiration Canada has never hm 
before." 

"The speaker urged confidence»;! 
asserting that Canada's cause waa! 
just, that, its resources were great, 
and that its allies were "tried and 
true." "We go forward," he de-, 
elarcd, "in the hope that our new- 
crusade will be worthy of our old, 
Corps and of its commander 
whose memory we dedicate tWa 
gymnasium and' armoury today t<^. 
the use of generations of McGill- 
students, present and future,"

Ciiuiliig aw t do from anolher Uni- 
vcrsily where dlscusnion In class 
WNK widely praellsed, I was great- 
ly surprised and, frankly, a bit dls- 
eauraged lo (ind lhal her*, at Me- 
tun, Ihe eaia It not al all •«, On 
Ihe cunlrai'y, icarnlng, Irt (bis In* 
illlulloM, Is exlremaly passlvs.

To begin wllh, I want lo ■(at* 
lhal 1 do not know whether or not

That Is why I am giv- 
ing my parlloular oat* In mor* at 
IPM ddtll. 

1 am taking four court** this 
year. One uf them, being t Isngu 
Agp, might lipsi be left out of this. 
'I'lip olhsr three, however, art gen- 
eral courses— History, English LIttr- 
slurp and Philosophy— which could 
sinnd a grtal d*al of diKUSslon, Y*t 
i find that no on* In th*i* ctts«*s 
ultors a word during Ih* «nllr* toc» 
lurel The professor It th* only 
ppi'xoii who does th* talking whil* 
we sludenli never *v*n op*n our 
mouths— «xoepl ptrhapt to yawn 
Th« professor rtadt out hit not*t 
while the studmtt ir* in a constant 
frenzy. Jotting down at many of his 
words u they possibly can. It 
leemi to me thtt If I opertted a 
recording machine in class and then 
went home and tried to memorise 
the recorded sounds, I would b« 
nearing perfection in thli line 
perfection Itself being the complet* 
and flawless reproduction of the 
recording. Is that, then, the pur- 
pose of "Higher Education"— to 
make gramophones out ol us? 

Discussion in dais ia one ol the 
most essential and valuable ele 
menta ol a liberal education. It 
develops that quality in a person 
which is the basis of a succcstiul 
and fruitful life: Initiative. II t sUi- 
dcnt directs all his energy in copy 
ing as much as he can of what the 
lecturer has to say, he is destroying 
in hlmscU that very quality. In an 
attempt to oppote this praeUce, I 
take no notes in my classes, except 
in one which requires constant ref- 
erence to the library and I ht'.'e not 
the time for it. It is a dilficult 
thing to do. not to take notes in 
class. You follow your protetsor't 
arguments and several occasiont 
nrlsc when yoti have an opinion ol 
your own to oppote against his. •

on marriage. 

Should such a course be proposed 
on this campus it is predicted that 
ii.':.iilii of .■>iu'h sui'vc.v would ap- 
pi'i.>,\iiu,iio closol.v thoio of Iho Uiu- 
voi'sily of 'I'olcilo.
